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During  the  School  year  13,94G  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  were  completed  of  all  new  entrants  and  all 
pupils  aged  9 (born  1942),  13  (born  1938),  and  16  years 
(born  1935) . 

4,087  children  aged  7 (born  1944)  had  their  hearing  and 
vision  tested,  and  1,475  children  were  also  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officers  before  proceeding  to  the  Camp  Schools  and 
France. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  1,716  HOME  VISITS  during  the 
year. 

20.3  per  cent,  of  all  children  examined  at  Routine 
Inspections  were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment 
(excluding  uncleanliness  and  dental  caries) . 

418  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined  and 
treatment  prescribed.  The  figures  are  shown  under  the 
heading  of  “ Child  Welfare  ” and  “ Under  5 years  ” in  the 
various  Specialist’s  clinic  tables. 

228  children  attended  the  CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINICS 
(9  centres)  on  account  of  some  emotional  maladjustment  or 
behaviour  disorder.  217  children  attended  for  speech  therapy. 

AUDIOMETRIC  TESTS  were  made  on  4.996  children  born 

in  1944.  The  results  of  these  tests  with  the  Gramophone 

Audiometer  and  the  Pure  Tone  Audiometer  are  referred  to  bv 

* 

the  Ear  Specialist  in  his  report. 

The  delay  in  the  supply  of  glasses  for  children  with 
DEFECTIVE  VISION  has  now  been  overcome,  and  the  I 
details  of  the  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  CLINICS  held  in  the  j 
various  districts  are  given  in  the  table. 

Ihe  Clinic  for  SKIN  DISEASES  has  been  well  attended,  j 
and  a short  report  is  given  by  the  Skin  Specialist,  who  refers  I 
to  ihc  various  treatment  for  warts. 
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The  ORTHOPAEDIC  and  REMEDIAL  EXERCISES” 
CLINICS  have  been  working  with  large  numbers  during  the- 
year.  The  details  and  figures  are  given  under  these  headings. 

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally" 
handicapped  children,  two  schools  for  the  DEAF,  and  one  for 
the  BLIND,  as  well  as  two  OCCUPATIONAL  CENTRES  for 
children  not  suitable  for  the  Special  Schools,  have  all  been 
visited  regularly  and  frequently  by  the  Chief  Executive  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  periodic  visits  have  been  made  by  the 
Specialists. 

The  Staffs  of  these  schools  merit  high  praise  for  the- 
valuable  work  and  assistance  they  give  to  their  pupils. 

The  SPECIALISTS’  SERVICES  of  the  REGIONAL 
HOSPITAL  BOARD  are  detailed  in  the  tables  under  their 
respective  headings  of  “ Eyes  ” — “ Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  ” — 
“ Skin  ” — and  “ Orthopaedic  ” Clinics. 

The  DENTAL  TREATMENT  of  the  various  age-groups 
is  referred  to  by  the  Senior  Dentist,  and  details  are  given 
in  the  table.

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6.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 


There  have  been  no  notable  changes  in  the  work  of  the 
Specialist  Eye  Service  during  the  year.  The  number  of  children 
examined  continues  to  be  high.,  Clinics  have  continued  as 
formerly  at  Paisley,  Greenock,  Port  Glasgow,  Johnstone, 
Barrhead,  and  Renfrew,  with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving 
Classes  in  order  to  maintain  contact  with  children  there. 

The  large  waiting  lists  of  earlier  years  have  been  greatly 
reduced.  Always  at  the  beginning  of  a new  school  year  the 
waiting  lists  increase  because  of  the  new  cases  found  in  the 
different  age  groups,  and  those  left  over  from  the  previous 
session,  as  well  as  those  awaiting  new  appointments  who 
failed  to  attend  when  invited. 

A considerable  number  of  cases  of  Strabismus  (squint)  from 
the  school  eye  clinics  have  been  operated  on  at  Paisley  Eye 
Infirmary,  and  similarly  (by  arrangement)  a number  from  the 
Greenock  Area  have  been  referred  to  the  Greenock  Eye 
Infirmary.,  The  treatment  of  “ squints  ” would  be  facilitated 
by  the  provision  of  an  Orthoptic  Clinic. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing,  and  Clerical  Staff,  and  also  those  parents 
who  have  co-operated  in  the  work. 

Details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the  table  following : — 
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6.  C.  EAR,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT 
SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

The  work  in  this  department  during  the  year  under  review 
shows  on  increase. 

The  most  serious  aspect  of  the  work  is  in  trying  to  over- 
come the  complacency  of' so  many  parents  to  “ running  ears," 
which  may  result  in  a serious  handicap  in  later  life.  Many 
parents  fail  to  appreciate  that  “ running  ears  ” may  mean 
“ running  out  ” of  hearing,  with  education  being  greatly 
impaired. 

4, 96G  children  were  tested  by  Miss  Seedhouse  and  Mrs. 
Craig  in  the  Audiometric  Survey  during  the  year,  of  whom 
only  79  required  special  consideration.  In  the  3'ear  1949-50, 
60  children  only  out  of  4,407  of  an  equivalent  age-group  were 
found  to  need  special  consideration.  The  Routine  Survey 
certainly  brings  to  notice  for  treatment  children  with  minor 
degrees  of  loss  of  hearing  in  these  age-groups.  Children  with 
neglected  diminished  hearing  require  repeated  and  continued 
treatment  to  have  any  effect..  This  is  carried  out  efficiently  and 
thoroughly  by  the  Nurses,  who  deserve  for  their  conscientious 
work  all  praise,  and  so  do  many  of  the  parents  for  their 
co-operation. 

The  waiting  list  of  cases  requiring  operation  is  still 
diminishing,  and  this  in  time  should  result  in  the  reduction  in 
the  number  of  cases  requiring  repeated  treatments. 

The  classified  figures  of  the  work  in  the  Clinic  are  shown 
in  the  table  following..  It  should  be  noted  that  these  figures 
are  taken  from  Clinics  in  Paisley,  Greenock,  Port.  Glasgow, 
Renfrew,  Johnstone,  and  Barrhead,  and  include  the  Special 
Schools  in  Paisley  and  Greenock,  which  I have  visited 
regularly. 
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6.  E.  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 

Throughout  the  school  year  Routine  Inspection  and  Treat- 
ment were  carried  out  on  children  in  the  6,  10,  and  11  years 
age  groups,  and  where  possible  a number  of  children  in  the 
7 years  age  group  received  attention.  The  acceptance  rate  as 
usual  was  high,  and  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  the 
■Clinics  satisfactory. 

The  incidence  of  caries,  which  had  lessened  during  the  war 
and  early  post-war  years,  is  increasing,  with  the  result  that 
there  is  a constant  demand  for  dental  treatment  at  the  School 
Clinics.  But,  as  stated  in  the  previous  Report,  it  is  not 
possible  with  the  present  staff:  to  cope  with  any  further  age 
groups.  If  additional  groups  are  to  be  inspected  and  treated, 
the  dental  staff  will  require  to  be  augmented.  The  Service 
is  still  three  dental  officers  short  of  its  1947  complement. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Mobile  Dental  Unit,  after 
a lapse  of  approximately  two  years,  will  be  in  service  again 
for  the  forthcoming  school  session.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 


The  number  of  children  seen  at  the-  Clinics  in  Paisley  and 
Greenock  has  shown  a marked  increase.  This  has  been  due 
mainly  to  the  large  number  attending  with  warts.  During 
the  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  deal  with  this  problem, 
and  a review  of  the  results  obtained  is  shown  below : —

From  the  above  it  is  seen  that,  of  children  completing 
treatment  with  the  formalin  salve,  the  cure  rate  was  77  per 
cent.  This  is  considered  reasonably  satisfactory.  Freezing, 
curettage,  and  elastoplast,  although  satisfactory,  could  only  be 
used  in  selected  cases.  Other  methods  tried  were  unsuccessful. 
The  problem  of  warts  remains..  The  62  cases  successfully 
treated  during  the  year  form  a very  small  percentage  of  the 
total  number  in  the  schools.  It  is  considered  that  the  figures 
for  formalin  salve  warrant  further  trial  with  this  method. 

The  number  of  infants  with  birth  marks  under  treatment  at 
the  Paisley  Clinic  is  increasing,  and  this  has  caused  a rise  in 
attendance., 

I he  ratio  of  all  new  cases  of  skin  diseases  to  attendances 
at  the  Clinic  for  the  year  was  1 to  2., 9. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  willing 
acceptance  of  the  extra  work  by  the  Nursing  and  Administra- 
tive Staffs.
